According to Woelkers' aflidavit the
bonrd counted three ballots on which

All of the
Republican candidates were accredited
with a vole apiece and no vote was re-
corded for either assessor. AMurker,
heing the Republican candidate, was
aceredited with o vote, There wig nlso
one ballot on which the name of Woel-
kers hod been seratched out and that
of Marker written Immediately under-
neath, The decisiong of the supreme
court mike these ballote unquestionably
Ilegal.  All four of them should have
been thrown out,

When the members of the election
bonrd cnme to be examined vesterday
thely testinony was found to be In con-
Mict, Mol of them agreed that they
remembered having counted these four
ballots, but some maintalned that there
were gquite as many If not more ballots
comted in which anpaared in
the civele at the heawd of the Democratice
coltimm' and o cprass In the sguare fol-
lowing the nime of some candldate In
the Bepublican column.

THE JUDGES AGREED,

Judge Kelly was pot able to Te prres-

NOW TABULATED,

Costello's Majority Over Morris 1s
816, or Two Less Than Was Given
in The Tribune's Table Which
Was Made Up Before 12 0'clock
Election Night — None of the
Changes Affect a Result—Mayor-
elect O'Neill's Majority Remnins
Unchnnged—c‘urrected Table.

The tabulating of the vote of Beran-
ton and Carbondale was completed yos-
tetday afternoon ot 430 a'clock. The
computing will be done today,

There were very few discrepuancles
between the open  and cloged returns,
The vote in the Morrig-Costello contest
as recorded In The Tribune's table,
made up at 155 p. oma oon election
night, underwent only two unimport-
ant chunges. In the Second district of
the Fifth ward, Costello was credited
in the open returng with 50, The stol-
ed returns gave him 60, 1n the Twenty-
first ward, Flrst district, The Tribune
tible goave Morrig 108 yotes, when he
should have been credited with 161, The
official computation will show that Cog-
tello had o mnjority of 816, The Tri-
bune's table guve him a majority of
818,

In the ward and  district  offices In
Seranton there were fow diserepancies
between the open and sealed returns
and none of them wera of Importancs,

In Carvbondale, where the vots for
the city offices was ologe, the gepled ve-
turns were carefully scrutinized for
possible discrepancies bat none of any
Importance were discloged, In the Sec-
omd district of the Second ward, the
open rewurns gayve John Manley §8,
while the sealed veturns credited him
with only 40, This only Increnged the
mujority of his opponent, Abe Suhm,
from 249 to 252, A table of the vote
cast in thisg eity follows:
